Stephani Berger, German 
Jewish refugee residing at Room 3, 167 Chaoufoong Road. 

At first Lirs. ielene Werthheimer was located through Dr. 
Weinberger of the Ward Road Refuges Camp at Hoom 12, ilouse 17,' 
Lane 24, Ward Koad. This lady explained that she owned a gold 


Giamond set ring which she wished to dispose of anc. had had it

valued at $250. at a Nanking Road jewellers. Being acquainted 
with Mrs. Berger at 167 Chaoufoong Koad she visited that 
address and was introduced to Hans Salomon who, after arranging 
a commission basis, took Irs. Werthhiemer's diamond ring on 
liay lst with the promise of selling: same at a better price than 
original valuation. 

About two days later Salomon visited iirs. Werthheimer and 
reported having sold the ring for $350. but that he had, he 
believed, been swindled out of the .money and requested time to | . 
square up. 

At this time Salomon was residing at House 24 Agtor Terrace; 
therefore on May 8th Mrs. Werthheimer visited him at 6.30 am. 
requesting her money. Salomon stated his regrets and asked if

she would accept his cheque for the amount. Irs. Wer thheimer 
accepted bearer cheque No. P.o37820 drawn on The Chartered 


Benk of India Australia and China for the sum of *$350. signed 


Hans Salomon. She presented the cheque at the bank’ same date 
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and received a memo stating: "Refer to drawer" account standing 
at $3.12. Becoming alarmed irs. Werthheimer rushed to 24 
Astor Terrace and discovered Salomon had left that address 
leaving behind a blue woollen suit with. white pinetripes in 
lieu of rent. He has not since returned to 24 Astor Terrace. 

ls. Werthheimer did not report to Police but did inform 
Mr. Paul Komer, Secretary of the I.C. Kelief Fund. 

Although this returned cheque appears suspicious qa crime 
has not been definitely established. 

MNowever, detectives have a definite offence against Hans 
Salomon resvecting the two silver powder boxes the property of 
irs. Betger or 167 Chaoufoong Road which is being: investigated. 

Information has also been obtained of an association of 
Hans Salomon with a Lrs. Sligabeth Krautler, present address 
unknown, who is alone in Shanghai as her husband has been 
detained ina concentration camp in Germany. This lady is 
believed to have possessed over £300: O: 9 Sterling on arrival 
in Shanghai. It is also known that a quarrel took place between 
these two and that irs. Krautler ordered Salomon out of her 
home. Probably he has defrauded her of some sterling. 


Enquiries are being continued.

To date no cases of this 
nature have been reported in the International Settlement but there are several cases on 
record in the French Concession.

No. 3312/39. Ig reported to be living at No. 61 Chusan Road. 
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With reference to the attached report made by 
D.S. Pitts the undersigned msde enquiries ‘at the 
French Pplice, Crime Branch, Lokawei Station where ~ 2 
4t has been ascertained that no compleint regerding 

the issue of two worthless cheques for the sum of $30.00 
and $60.00 had yet been received from the management 

of "Cafe Abraham", 3 Route Pere Robert, by the French 
Police. 

The French Police will not take any action against 
the offender BEIN until they received any complaint to 
the effect from the victimized concern. It was agreed 
that if. such a complaint would be received by the French 
Police they will commnicate with the Headquarters, 
S3.M.Police for the necessary assistance in locating the J 
offender(s) and obtaining the cheques in question.
